Gulf war affects

Breakthrough expected 
in Beirut cabinet crisis 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Two key opposition 
figures holding up Lebanon’s “national 
unity” cabinet were described on Sunday as 
on the verge of joining the government int- 
ended to steer the country out of its nine-year 
civil war. 


The small glimmer of 'hope 
came a day after the heaviest she- 
lling in almost a month killed 22 
people and wounded over 1 30 and 
caused the cancellation of a peace 
march that many ordinary Leb- 
anese had seen as a chance to exp- 
ress their revulsion at the con- 
tinued killing. 

The gov emraent's Beirut Radio 
quoted Progressive Socialist Party 
(PSP) leader Walid Junblatt, who 
refused last week to attend the 
meeting of the half-Christian and 
half- Muslim cabinet, as saying he 
was now ready to serve. 

But Mr. Junblatfs own radio 
station. “Voice of the Mountain,” 
later clarified t hat the PSP leader 1 s 
participation still was pending on 
that of his Shfite Muslim ally, 
Nabih Bern. 

The radio said: “Mr. Junblatt 
insists that he is in accord with Mr. 


Bern and reports that he would 
serve in the government even if 
Mr. Beni did not are totally unt- 
rue.” 

Beirut Radio had quoted Mr. 
Junblatt as telling Radio Lux- 
emburg in an interview that he 
would serve even if Mr. Bern did 
not. 

An aide to Mr. Bern, however, 
said there had been a bre- 
akthrough in negotiations to bring 
the Shfite “AmaJ" militia leader 
to serve in the government. 

‘Compromise' reported 

The aide, who asked not to be 
named, told the Associated Press 
that Mr. Bern’s call for a cabinet 
ministry for Israeli-occupied sou- 
thern Lebanon and another for 
reconstruction of the Shfite- 
populated southern suburbs had 


been met with compromise pro- 
posals from Prime Minister Ras- 
hid Karami. 

The aide said the Berri camp 
had “responded positively” to the 
prime minister's proposals, but 
added he would not reveal them 
because doing so could “sabotage 
the agreement.” 

“We are hopeful,” he con- 
cluded. 

The state radio, which is located 
in mostly Muslim west Beirut and 
now has ties to Mr. Bern's Amal 
movement, quoted political sou- 
rces as saying the obstacles hol- 
ding up participation of the ShPite 
leader were on the verge of being 
solved. 

It quoted the sources as saying 
Mr. Karami had proposed a spe- 
cial office for South Lebanon to be 
put at the disposal of Mr. Berri. 
who is from the largely ShTite- 
populated third of the nation now 
under Israeli occupation. 

Karami meets Fraqjieh 

Earlier Sunday, Mr. Karami 
held talks with President Amin 
Gemayel and later flew to north 
Lebanon for talks with Christian 
ex-Pre8ident Suleiman Franjieh. 


Abdulla AJ Rassi, a Greek Ort- 
hodox, did not join in the cabinet's 
first meeting on Wednesday bec- 
ause his father-in-law, Franjieh 
feels more members of his own 
Maronite Catholic sect should be 
appointed. 

Mr. Karami flew by helicopter 
to northern Lebanon and held a 
one-hour meeting with Mr. Fra- 
njieh. who also is a staunch Syrian 
ally, in the presence of Mr. Rassi. 

After the meeting. Mr. Karami 
said, “We pray to God for success 
so we can start the salvation ope- 
ration.” He would not say whether 
he had convinced Mr. Franjieh 
and Mr. Rassi to support his 
moves. 

March ‘sabotaged’ 

Meanwhile, a spokeswoman for 
a peace committee which had pla- 
nned the peace march said 
Saturday’s heavy shelling in Bei- 
rut appeared designed to sabotage 
the march. 

The spokeswoman said the 
peace committee would now seek 
other ways of campaigning, fea- 
ring that further attempts to hold 
mass ami-war protests would only 
bring more shelling. 


UNRWA drops plan to issue new cards

AMMAN — The commissioner- 
general of the United Nations Rel- 
ief and Works Agency for Pal- 
estine refugees hi the Near East 
(UNRWA). Olof Rydbeck, said 
Sunday that the agency has dec- 
ided to abandon a controversial 
plan to issue new registration 
cards to Palestinian refugees in 
Jordan. 

In 1982. UNRWA decided to 
issue individual plastic reg- 
istration cards in place of old 
paper family registration cards bat 
faced the rejection by Palestinian 
refugees in Jordan who submitted 
a complaint to the government. 

In an inclusive interview with 
the Jordan Times and A1 Ra' i, Mr. 
Rydbeck said that when UNRWA 
decided to replace the old family 
registration cards by individual 
ones, “it had no idea that there 
was a hidden problem m it”. . 

Mr. Rydbeck, who arrived here 
last Tuesday, said that if he had 
“known early enough about” 
about the controversy over the 
new cards, “we would have avo- 
ided a lot of trouble”. 

“The agency is not going to let 
tiie registration cards become an 
issue between us and the major 
host country for the Palestinian 
refugees, so we agreed to forget all 
about iLT he added. 

Mr. Rydbeck also said that the 
agency “will certainly honour its 
commitment” towards the age- 
ncy’s teachers regarding the inc- 


rease of their-saJaries. 

However, Mr. Rydbeck said, 
the recommendations submitted 
by the International Civil Service 
Commission (ICSC) which pro- 
posed increases in the salaries of 
teachers ranging between 1 8 and 
25 per cent, is to be reviewed in a 
meeting on next week in Vienna, 
to be attended by the agency’s 
field directors and by the 
UNRWA’s administration off- 
icials and deputy commissioner- 
general. 

The ICSC conducted a survey 
on teachers’ salaries at the request 
of the UNRWA Central Office 
and submitted to the agency’s 
headquarters in Vienna several 
months ago. 

The teachers, who rejected the 
survey for nearly five years, agr- 
eed recently to take part in the 
survey with the hope that their 
salaries would be adjusted taking 
into account the successive cost of 
living increases. The ICSC rec- 
ommendations propose increases 
in the teacher^, salaries ranging 
between 18 and 25 per cent to be 
retroactive from Oct. 1. 1983. 

However, UNRWA contested 
the results of the ICSC survey and 
the teachers expressed their anx- 
iety and concern over the past few 
weeks. 

Under a 1979 agreement rea- 
ched between the staff and the 
agency, the commissioner general 
is bound to accept rec- 
ommendations on certain issues,' 
and the staff in turn would accept 
the commissioner generafs dec- 


ision, Mr. Rydbeck said.. 

“There has been a very strong 
moral obligation regarding this 
agreement and previous rec- 
ommendations on particular iss- 
ues have been worked out and 
implemented M?. Rydbeck said. 
“But the problem now is that I 
cannot believe that the gov- 
ernment and the labour market 
have increased in such huge per- 
centages in salaries as suggested 
by the survey." he added. 

Mr. Rydbeck said that there had 
been no shortcoming in the ICSC 
survey, “but the way we weigh 
them is now in question.” He poi- 
nted out that the meeting to be 
held in Vienna will again analyse 
the submitted survey and “I hope 
the agency will then make a final 
decision.” 

"There will definitely be an inc- 
rease but I am not sure it will be of 
the percentage as presented in the 
survey,” he added. 

‘No cut in services’ 

In response to a question. Mr. 
Rydbeck said that the agency still 
suffers a huge deficit of over $50 
million out of a $253 million bud- 
get. Despite the deficit “I will not. 
take any measures to cut any ser- 
vices given by the agency, for I 
always assume that the agency will 
get the money needed, rather than 
depressing both the refugees and 
the host countries,” Mr. Rydbeck 
said. 

Mr. Rydbeck, who met rep- 


resentatives of Palest iniao ref- 
ugees here Sunday, pointed out 
that one of the major concerns of 
the refugees was over the agency’ s 
financial contribution towards 
treating Palestinian refugee pat- 
ients in Jordan. 

The refugees have expressed 
their concern over the agency's 
decision last year to suspend fin- 
ancial contributions to Jordanian 
hospitals for treating Palestinian 
refugees. The agency had cited 
financial problems for its inability 
to make the contributions. 

Mr. Rydbeck said Sunday: “1 
have authorised UNRWA's con- 
cerned staff in Jordan to hold for- 
mal talks with the Jordanian gov- 
ernment. Minister of Health 
Kamel A1 Ajlouni and 1 am con- 
fident we will be able to reach a 
solution.” 

During his one-week visit to 
Jordan, Mr. Rydbeck met with His 
Royal Highness Crown Prince 
Hassan, Prime Minister Ahmad 
‘Obeidat, Minister of Occupied 
Territories Affairs Shawkat 
Mahmoud, members of 
UNRWA's teachers’ executive 
committee and other Jordanian 
officials. 

Mr. Rydbeck described his cur- 
rent visit as “fruitful and positive” 
and that there have been a com- 
mon understanding on all pro- 
blems which were cleared up. “At 
least that is my impression and 
certainly my hope," he declared. 

The UNRWA commissioner- 
general leaves Jordan for Vienna 
Monday. 


Shamir says ‘ territorial 


compromise’ 

TEL AVIV (Agencies) — Israeli 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
said Sunday if his right-wing 
Likud Party retained power in 
general elections scheduled for 
July 23, it would be ready to offer 
Arab states only “minor border 
adjustments.” 

Mr. Shamir told the Jerusalem 
Post in an interview that Arab sta- 
tes are slowly accepting the idea of 
"accommodation and co- 
existence” with Israel. 

Mr. Shamir said he believed 
Arab states would in future opt for 
“political confrontation" with Isr- 
ael which he said was “certainly 
much more preferable than mil- 
itary confrontation." 

“Setting aside all the rhetoric 
that emanates from Arab capitals 
H is ray conviction that slowly but 
surely the Arab countries are beg- 
inning to accept the idea of acc- 
ommodation and co-existence 
with Israel." he said. 

Mr. Shamir rejected the pos- 
sibility of “far-reaching Israeli 
concessions" in future Middle 
East negotiations, saying they 
would lead to. war rather than 


unacceptable 

.peace. 

Mr. Shamir said if Likud ret- 
ained power in the forthcoming 
elec tio ns, it would be ready to 
offer Arab states only “minor 
border adjustments." 

“We hold territorial com- 
promise to be unrealistic and una- 
vailable,” he said. 

In another interview in the Yed- 
iot Aharonot newspaper, Mr. 
Shamir said Israel was in contact 
with “ail the groups in Lebanon” 
trying to achieve “security arr- 
angements” in South Lebanon. 

Such arrangements would ena- 
ble Israel to withdraw its troops 
occupying much of south Leb- 
anon. Mr. Shamir said, adding that 
the contacts were making pro- 
gress. 

“f really think we are moving 
towards, arrangements that will 
make it possible to pull the Israel 
defence forces out of Lebanon,” 
he said. 

Mr. Shamir said he did not 
know whether the withdrawal 
could take place before the July 23 
Israeli general election. 


Hu says negotiations can 
re-unify Korea Peninsula 


TOKYO ^Agencies) — Chinese 
Communist Party General- 
Secretary Hu Yaobang, add- 
ressing a rally in Pyongyang, said. 
Sunday new talks can re-unity 
North and South Korea peacefully 
just as negotiations ended the 
“large-scale” Korean war in 1953. 

North Korea’s official Korean 
Central News Agency said North 
Korean President Kim Il-Sung 
told the same rally of 200,000 
people that, “unless an end is put 
to the present national division 
and- military confrontation on the 
Korean Peninsula, it is impossible 
to think about a durable peace and 
security in the world, not to men- 
tion peace in Korea and its pea- 
ceful re-unification.” 

The agency said there were sto- 
rmy cheers and thousands of bal- 
loons soared into the sky at the 
rally for the visitor from China, an 
ally that fought on North Korea's 
side against U.S.-led forces in the 
1950-53 Korean war. 

It said Mr. Hu told Lhe crowd 
that in bis recent talks with U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan in Pek- 
ing. he demanded the United Sta- 


tes withdraw its troops from South 
Korea and support re-unification 
in the form of a confederation in 
which each side tolerates the 
'Other's ideology and social system. 

“ No one has a reason to oppose 
talks based on the spirit that one 
side should not swallow the 
other,” Mr. Hu added. “As the 
large-scale Korean war was bro- 
ught to an armistice through talks- 
more than 30 years ago, it is imp- 
erative and possible still today to 
turn the armistice into a durable 
peace on the Korean Peninsula 
and re-unity the north and south 
of Korea peacefully through new 
talks” 

Mr. Kim and Mr. Hu earlier 
held their second round of talks on 
Korean and world affairs since 
Mr. Hu arrived Saturday. Chinese 
officials said the discussions were 
very cordial and sincere. 

Mr. Hu restated China’s bac- 
king for a North Korean proposal 
for talks involving North Korea. 
South Korea and the United Sta- 
tes. South Korea insists on direct 
discussions with the north.

Arafat- Syria mediation efforts may 
delay PLO reconciliation meeting 


TUNIS { R) — Talks scheduled in 
Algiers this week to re-unrte the 
major factions of the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
may be delayed pending efforts to 
reconcile PLO Chairman Yasser 
Arafat with Syria, a senior PLO 
official said Sunday. 

Salah Khalaf (Abu lyad). num- 
ber two in Mr. Arafat's mai- 
nstream Fateh commando group, 
told Reuters he was going to Alg- 
iers later Sunday to discuss die 
possible postponement of the 
meeting until May 1 6. 

The talks, scheduled for Thu- 
rsday. arc to draw up draft res- 
olutions and set a date for the PLO 
parliament-in-exile, the Palestine 
National Council (PNC), which 
has been delayed by differences 
within the organisation. 

The meeting was arranged by 
Algeria and South Yemen. It will 
group representatives of Fateh 
with the Popular from for the Lib- 


eration of Palestine (PFLP) and 
the Democratic Front for the Lib- 
eration of Palestine (DFLP). 

Abu lyad said the deputy lea- 
ders of the ruling parties in Alg- 
eria and South Yemen. Moh- 
ammad Sherif Messaadia and 
Abdul Ghani Abdul Qader. were 
also due in Damascus on May 13 
to try to heal the year-old rift bet- 
ween Mr. Arafat and the Syrians. 

Abu lyad said the South Yem- 
enis had proposed postponing the 
Algiers talks until May 1 6 in view 
of the Damascus mission. 

The official said Fateh insisted 
the talks be held before the for- 
thcoming general elections in Isr- 
ael, scheduled for July 23. app- 
arently in view of the possibility of 
a Labour Party win. 

"The PLO must present a uni- 
ted front and be in a position of 
strength before the elections are 
held.” Abu lyad said. 

On relations with Syria, main 


backer of the PLO rebels who for- 
ced Mr. Arafat out of Lebanon 
last December. Abu lyad said 
there had been continuous con- 
tacts over the past two months. 

"We are ready to negotiate with 
Syria today, in a week or in a ye- 
ar." he added. " h depends on the 
Syrians, who have their own int- 
ernal problems to resolve." 

The Algiers talks are meant to 
heal Fateh’s rift with the PFLP 
and DFLP. which remained neu- 
tral during the rebellion but broke 
'off relations with Mr. Arafat after 
his surprise reconciliation with 
Egyptian President Hosni Mub- 
arak in December. 

While in Algiers. Abu lyad said 
he would meet DFLP leader 
Nayef Hawatmeh. who arrived 
there Saturday night. Veteran 
PFLP leader George Habash is in 
Moscow for “routine contacts." 
Abu lyad said.

LONDON (R) —The United Sta- 
tes is determined to develop wea- 
pons in space but is willing to share 
the technology with the Soviet 
Union if it wins the race to develop 
them. L*.S. Defence Secretary 
Caspar Weinberger said Sunday. 

Mr. Weinberger, speaking from 
Washington in a live international 
phone-in organised by the British 
Broadcasting Corporation (BBC), 
said such weapons would be pur- 
ely defensive and designed to des- 
troy incoming Soviet missiles rat- 
her than people. 

“Essentially it would mean a 
very large technological and sci- 
entific effort on the part of the 
United States, one that this adm- 
inistration is fully prepared to 
lake," he said. 

We will devote ail our scientific 
energy, technological and inv- 
entive and productive genius and 
skill to trying to develop a system 
by which we can have a t horoughly 
reliable defence to Soviet inc- 
oming nuclear missiles" he said. 

“The president has said many 
times that if we are able to develop 
this technology we would share it 
with the Soviets so that (he total 
effect of these weapons (nuclear 
missiles) would be taken out and 
neutralised.” he added. 

Fielding questions from Asia. 
Africa and Western Europe, he 
rejected suggestions that the Uni- 
ted States had any thought of cut- 
ting its contribution to the defence 
of Western Europe. 

“There is not the slightest int- 
ention on the pan of this adm- 
inistration to withdraw or reduce 
our commitment to NATO and to 
the defence of Europe."

“I have no analysis 
of white turnout... all I know is 
that it was an open election... eve- 
ryone could vote." 

Mr. Mondale said in Cleveland 
that “it now appears that we won a 
very strong victory in Texas which 
is a very, very strong step for- 
ward.” 

Mr. Hart's Texas campaign 
manager, Martin Frost, said, “It 
appears that Vice President Mon- 
dale is going to win Texas. But I 
think the spread is going to be nar- 
rowed.” 


Mondale scores In Texas 
as Jackson wins Louisiana 
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Iraq warns Japan against 
‘short-sighted attitude’ on war 


BAGHDAD (R) — Iraq’s Deputy Prime Minister 
Tareq Aziz has warned Japan against what he ter- 
med a “short-sighted attitude” towards the 43- 
month-old Gulf war between Iran and Iraq. 


The official Iraqi News Agency 
INA said ihe warning came in a 
meeting here Saturday night bet- 
ween Mr. Aziz, w ho is also foreign 
minister, and Yoshio Hatano. 
head of the Japanese Foreign Min- 
istry's Middle East and African 
Department. 

"The minister warned against 
this attitude cl worrying about 
temporary interests at the expense 
of long-term strategie relations 
and interests." INA said. 

Diplomatic sources said the 
Government was concerned at 


Japan's increasingly close eco- 
nomic and trade ties with Iran. 

Japan is a big buyer of Iranian 
crude oil and Japanese firms are 
involved in major Iranian dev- 
elopment projects, including a S4 

billion petrochemical complex at 
Bandar Khomeini at the head of 
the Gulf. 

INA said Mr. .Aziz stressed the 
need for a responsible attitude 
towards the situation in the Gulf 
and "Iranian threats" against not 
just Iraq but all the countries of 
the recion. 


“These threats have a very ser- 
ious negative effect on the int- 
erests of the states which keep 
broad relations with the states in 
this region,” Mr. Aziz said. 

INA said Mr. Hatano delivered 
a written message from Japanese 
Foreign Minister Shintaro Abe, 
but gave no details of its contents. 

A Japanese government spo- 
kesman said last week that Mr. 
Aziz would visit Tokyo to discuss 
ways to end the conflict. The visit 
would complement one last month 
by Iranian Foreign Minister Ali 
Akbar Vellayati. he added. 

Mr. Hatano was due to fly to 
Tehran Sunday. 

The Iranian News Agency 
IRNA quoted Japanese Amb- 


assador Yukata Nomura as saying 
the visit would be informal and 
that Mr. Hatano would not have 
talks with Iranian officials during 
his stay. He was due to study the 
affairs of the embassy in Tehran. 
Mr. Nomura was quoted as saying. 

IRNA also quoted an Iranian 
Foreign Ministry official as saying 
Iran had originally objected to the 
visit following on tours of the Uni- 
ted States. West Germany. France 
and Iraq. But Tehran had agree^ 
after the Japanese government 
had insisted that it was purely inf- 
ormal. he said. 

The official said the visit was a 
privaie Japanese affair and no Ira- 
nian official would have talks with 
Mr. Hatano. 



Murphy calls for Arab compromise 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A key 
State Department policy-maker 
told an audience of Arab- 
Amcricans Saturday that if peace 
is to come to the Middle East. 
Arab nations must be prepared to 
compromise, to make peace with 
Israel and t*'» "deny a veto to ext- 
remists." 

The remarks, by Richard Mur- 
phy. assistant secretary of stale for 
Near Eastern a flairs, were met 
with silence from members of the 
National Association of Arab- 
Amcrieans. 

Bui when Mr. Murphy rem- 


arked that there are those who bel- 
ieve that Israel is "the real stu- 
mbling block to peace." a large 
portion of the audience burst into 
applause. 

"1 submit that the contrary is 
the case.” said Mr. Murphy, who 
recently returned from a trip to 
the region. 

Mr. Murphy said ihe United 
Slates intends to continue its sup- 
port for Israel- 

But he added that prospects for 
direct negotiations leading to a 
peace settlement would be bri- 
ghter if Israel reduced or stopped 


its settlement activity in the occ- 
upied West Bank and Gaza ter- 
ritories. 

He also said Syria should “drop 
its opposition to meaningful neg- 
otiations and cease intimidating 
moderate Arab states." 

At the same time, he said the 
United States continues to enc- 
ourage Syrian- Israeli discussions 
•“on the final status" of the 
.Israeli-occupied Golan Heights. 

Israel has formally annexed the 
Golan Heights but that action has 
never been recognised by the Uni- 
ted States. 



Soviet centre 
in Beirut 
attacked 

BEIRUT (R) — An Islamic group 
said it had attacked a Soviet cul- 
tural centre here Saturday night in 
revenge for Soviet action in Afg- 
hanistan. 

Beirut Radio said a rocket- 
propelled grenade hit the cultural 
centre in West Beirut but there 
were no casualties. 

A man telephoned an int- 
ernational news agency to say the 
“Forces of the Islamic Fajr 
(dawn)" carried out the attack. 

He said: "A commando of the 
Mujahedeen (struggles) fined a 
rocket at the Soviet Cultural Cen- 
tre. It was an answer to the cri- 
minal practice by the Red Army 
against the Mujahedeen in Afg- 
hanistan.”

‘Law permits weapons in embassies’ 


LONDON (AP) — A lecturer in 
international law says there is not- 
hing in the Vienna Convention to 
prevent a foreign embassy from 
stockpiling weapons, such as the 
machine gun Britain says was used 
in the shooting of a policewoman 
from a window of Libya's emb- 
assy. 

Under terms of the 1961 Vie- 
nna Convention on diplomatic 
practice, embassies are treated 
like foreign territory. No one. inc- 
luding the police, can enter wit- 
hout permission. Likewise, alt- 
hough diplomats and other emb- 
assy staff are required to obey 
local laws, they cannot be pro- 
secuted if they don't. 

“But there is nothing in the 
convention that refers to the que- 
stion of weapons at all.” Dr. Pat 
Bimie. a lecturer in international 
law at the London School of Eco- 
nomics. said in an interview. 

Scotland Yard says a sniper fir- 
ing from a second-floor (first- 
floor European usage) window 


used an automatic weapon — pro- 
bably a British-made Sterling 
9mm submachine gun — 10 spray 
a crowd demonstrating against 
Libyan leader Col. Muararnar 
Qadhafi on April 17. Police con- 
‘ stable Yvonne Fletcher. 25. was 
killed and 1 1 Libyans were wou- 
nded. 

Libya has denied responsibility 
for the shooting. 

An 11 -day siege ended when 
Britain broke diplomatic relations 
with Libya and Libyans, including 
the presumed killer, vacated the 
embassy and returned home. 

Police believe the murder wea- 
pon was smuggled out of the emb- 
assy among diplomatic baggage, 
which under terms of the Vienna 


Convention could not be sea- 
rched. 

A subsequent search of the 
70- room. 19th Century embassy 
building in St. James's Square tur- 
ned up a large cache of weapons 
and ammunition! including seven 
handguns and 3.600 rounds of 
.-32-calibre ammunition, acc- 
ording to police. 

Libya later alleged that five pis- 
tols, ammunition, tear gas cann- 
isters and gas masks were found in 
the British embassy in Tripoli. 

Each side accused the other of 
■planting the weapons. 

A spokeswoman for the British 
Foreign Office said that under Bri- 
tish law. a country, like an ind- 
ividuaL must have a license to 
keep weapons in an embassy. 


Jordan 
to take part 
in agricultural 
training course 


DAMASCUS (J.T.) — Jordan - 
will take pan in a training course ’’ 
organised bv the Arab Centre for 
the Study of Dry Regions and 
Arid Territories which is due to 
open in Damascus on Tuesday. 

Participants from various Arab 
states will review ways for the use - 
of water resources in irrigating 
lands, economics of irrigation pro- 
jects. water drainage and soil pro- 
tection and ways of fertilising * 
lands as well as the effect of weeds 
on crops and other related ‘topics, 
according to Dr. Jum'aa A1 Say- 
ved from the Damascus-based 
centre. 

He said that participants from ■ 
i I Arab states will tour the cen- 
tre's projects at Dair Al Zoi and 
the Euphrates basin and will have 
practical work on various subjects ' 
discussed at the course. 

Jordan will be represented by . 
Agricultural Engineer Adam 
Bahaeddin from the Ministry of 
Agriculture. 

He wifl attend the course along 
with participants from Syria, 
Qatar. Iraq. Saudi Arabia, the 
United Arab Emirates. Sudan. ' 
Somalia. Libya. Noah Yemen, 
and South Yemen. 

Specialists from Jordan. Syria, 
West Germany and the LLN. Food 
and Agriculture Organisation 
(FAOJ will deliver lectures at the 
three-week course which is org- 
anised in co-operation with West 
Germany and FAO. Mr. Sayved 
said. 
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Thousands flee Sudan for Ethiopia 
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ITANG. Ethiopia (R) — Political 
upheaval in Sudan, where martial 
law was imposed last week, has 
sent thousands of southern Sud- 
anese fleeing to Ethiopia, telliag 
of murder and persecution by the 
army. 

The trickle of refugees which 
began with the start of unrest in 
the middle of last year is slowly 
turning into a flood. Hundreds of 
people have trekked from their 
homes across malaria-infested 
swamplands to seek sanctuary in 
places like this refugee camp at 
I tang, western Ethiopia. • 

Last year, 'there wdre.' arbun d- 
10.000 refugees 'at Rang but since' 
the start of 1984 the number has 
risen to 40.000. About 800 arrive 
daily, compared with 100 last 
year. United Nations officials say. 
Up to 80.000 refugees may be in 
the region. 

"The refugees say they are shot 
at and strafed, their villages are 
burned, their women raped, their 
hands cut off. their crops burned 
and a lot of it I believe." said 
Robin McAlpine of the office of 
the U.N. High Commissioner for 
Refugees. He was speaking to the 
first group of foreign journalists to 
visit Itang. 

The refugees come from sou- 
thern Sudan and they told rep- 
oners they were being persecuted 
.h* soldiers from the north for all- 
eged links with secessionist gue- 
rrillas. 

Last year. Sudanese President 
Jaafar Numeiri decreed Islamic 


Law throughout the country and 
re-inforced troops already in the 
south to put down secessionist 
guerrilla activity. 

Socialist Ethiopia has denied 
allegations by pro-Western Sudan 
of backing guerrillas of the Sud- 
anese People’s' Liberation Army 
or the shadowy Anya-Nya II 
Movement, named after rebel 
groups that waged a 17-year war 
against rule from Khartoum. 

Reporters saw no evidence in 
Itang to support Sudanese charges 
that refugees were being trained 
as guerrillas. There was no mil- 
itary activity here and the refugees 
questioned said they knew little 
about the rebels and would not 
join them. 

About 80 per cent of the ref- 
ugees arc young men who left 
their wives and children, who 
could not manage the 300 kil- 
ometre march from homes near 
Malakal in the Upper Nile region. 

" I left a pregnant wife and a boy 
three years old. I don't know 
where they are now or what has 
happened to them. I was just lucky 
not to be intercepted by soldiers." 
said Arthur Deng, a teacher from 
Malakal. 

Asked the motives for the all- 
eged persecution. Mr. Deng said 
he did not know. He said there was 
little rebel acrivity in his area and 
swore that he would never support 
the guerrillas. 

Kuol Monyror, a 21-year-old 
student, arrived at Itang on Fri- 
day. his shoes made from old car 


tyres worn to a wafer by the walk 
from his home near Abong. on the 
Sobar River. It takes the refugees 
30 days to reach Itang. 

Animur Kinde. governor of 
Ethiopia’s Illubabor province, 
where Rang is located, said the 
refugees would strain his adm- 
inistration and resources." We are 
drained by the refugees. They eat 
our grain when there are shortages 
of aid food." he said. 

However, the area, spared dro- 
ught that has devastated much of 
the rest of Ethiopia, is fertile and 
green. 

The World Food Programme is 
'putting together an aid package 
for the refugees who at present 
exist on a daily ration of about 500 
grammes of maize and some salt 
which, cooked in the muddy water 
from a nearby river, forms their 
daily diet. 

Used to Durra wheat and millet, 
the Sudanese do not like the por- 
ridge it makes. “ Ir is t he maize that 
gives us all diarrhoea." said 
Mayen Thiong, a refugee since 
December. 

The refugees sleep 35 to 40 at 
one time in white tents of a size 
that European camping fanatics 
would deem just big enough for a 
mother, father and two small chi- 
ldren. 

They sell their clothes or wat- 
- ches or the fish they catch for Eth- 
iopian currency to buy small items 
from a three-shop market on the 
outskirts of the camp.

MINISTER of Interior Suleiman Arar announced Saturday (hat road 
ccciifcnts in Jurdan ha»c dropped, (hanks to the new Traffic Law and 
greater public awareness. The noticeable drop in road accidents and 
the decreasing number of casualties on the roads are encouraging 
sisns jh^- rePeet the public concern over the carnage that had been a 
daily symptom of Jordan ’s road travel. In fact, we are glad to hear this 
announcement and duly pay tribute to the government's efforts for 
enforcing strict regulations and imptising lines on traffic violators in a 
bid to reduce s'ccMenL*. 

Sut. in order to moke regulations more effective and to guarantee 
better results, (he goicm men 1. the pedestrians and municipal aut- 
horities. each has ;>• exert more efforts towards making the road a 
safer place for nil. 

The government continues with its campaign to mark the streets 
and to place road signs and posters to enlighten the public an the 
danger of speeding and to warn against accidents. This is all fine, but 
we would like to sec traffic police enforce the law in a more con- 
scientious manner, not just going around to fine motorists parking in 
tiie strung place or merely concentrating on minor, unharmful off- 
ences. For instance, policemen, w he t her on motorcycles or driving in 
Chilian cars are often spotted driving on the wrong side nf the road, 
and doing other things which violate the very laws which they are 
supposed to he enforcing. Setting a good example for the motorists 
should he the priority of our policemen ir wc want Lhe law to be 
respected. 

The public, for its pan. has its major share of the responsibility, 
and we should be better educated to heed road signs and traffic lights 
and cn-operale fully with policemen that patrol the roads and city 
streets to ensure people's safety. According to Brig. Ahmad Abul 
Saoud. director of the traffic Licencing Department, the Ministry of 
HdiicRtion has embarked on programmes to enlighten children on the 
dangers of roads, and we would very much appreciate it if the ministry 
spread this kind of education to a larger sector of the Jordanian 
public. 

There remains «f course the question of the condition of roads in the 
country. No doubt, municipal authorities are responsible for mai- 
ntaining mads because bad and ill-repaired roads are a source of 
danger. Put what about roads which are dug by contractors now and 
then, and projects being carried out by public service bodies like 
electricity anil water authorities which dig streets to lay pipelines and 
power cables? They ti*o should be held responsible and ought to be 
take their share in maintaining roads and keeping them in good, 
passable condition. Indeed many accidents on the roads in Jordan 
:»'« been caused by uncovered ditches and bumpy lanes, and these 
ditches cause so much damage to the vehicles, requiring repairand the 
importation of more spare parts for which the country has to pay in 
hard currency. If we realise tile dangers on the roads and the causes or 
these dangers we all must co-operate and join forces to reduce them so 
that we cun have a safer country to live in. 

This sounds like something that wc all know, but it is very important 
to saj it and to demand a new positive attitude towards its imp- 
lementation. 


ARABIC PRESS EDITORIALS 


Al Ra'i: Murphy’s ill-fated mission 

THE W ASHINGTON' Pnst newspaper has recently revealed an 
uiimjcccsMhI American mission in the Gulf carried out by U.S. envoy 
Richard Murphi. It said that the U.S. has failed to persuade Saudi 
Arabia. Kuwait and the United Arab Emirates to accept U.S. aid to 
ensure American protection against foreign intervention in the reg- 
ion. 

This has dangerous indications and at the same lime manifests an 
Arab stand marked by awareness and courage worthy of app- 
reciation. The U.S. effort and its results indicate that: First, the U.S. 
has not given up desire to impose its hegemony on the Gulf region 
and turn it into another focal polarisation point. Second, the U.S. 
administration is trying to exploit the continued Iranian aggression 
on Iraq to blackmail Arabian Gulf states and force them into acc- 
epting the U.S. umbrella. Third, the abortive attempt was designed to 
draw a wedge among Arab ranks and separate the Gulf states from 
the rest of the Arab Nation, and fourth, if successful, the Murphy 
mission could be exploited to boost President Reagan's U.S. pre- 
sidential campaign. 

What we conclude is that L .S. policies towards the Arabs have not 
chanced at all. and that the U.S. administration has not learned from 
past lessons and is still bent on carrying out adventures which are 
bound to fail. 

Al Diisiour: Fighting should stop 

THE FIGHTING which broke our in Lebanon anew with intense 
ferocity implies that the danger of civil war in Lebanon still exists and 
the efforts for forming a new government in the country have not yet 

reduced this danger. The snags and the obstacles in the way of the 
formation of a new government were mere indicators of the danger, 
and the more the political difficulties become, the greater will be the 
danger of .t renew.:! • >1 fighting among the warring factions. 

\Ve really fail to explain the causes behind the fighting now that 
Syria has criencJ all efforts to form the new government and even 
appointed ministerial portfolios in it. Progress in achieving peace in 
the country would mean a good gain for Syria and a defeat for 
American policies m the region, but the warring factions do not seem 
lo be heeding this fact and seem intent on undermining all efforts 
from any source to solve their country's chronic issues and end the 
suffering of lhe Lebanese people. We can sec I hat foreign elements 
are exploiting the factions and causing them to pursue their hardline 
polieic' and serve foreign interests. 

Sawl Al Shaab: Chronic problems unsolved 


WE BEL1\ E that a mere formation of a new government in Leb- 
anon cannot solve the chronic crisis in the country nor can it end the 
conflict among the warring factions unless drastic measures arc taken 
to find solutions to the basic problems that caused the conflict in the 
first place. 

A government representing all factions was a good idea because 
such a government would pave the way for a dialogue and a national 
reconciliation. But it seems that the representatives of the warring 
factions wIm met in Switzerland and who now arc members of the 
new government are in agreement on basic solutions. Therefore, wc 
cannot expect see an end in Lebanon's problems unless such 
agreement ntaicriafisev. Without a comprehensive solution to the 
basic issues there can be in* real end to the conflict and the fighting 
which Inn brni-./a out anew. 


Recent attack shows Afghan rebels in bad

LONDON — A powerful new 
Soviet army drive against Afghan 
rebels has shown up weaknesses in 
the rebel movement that Western 
analysts fear could spell its eve- 
ntual demise, barring greater arms 
aid and rebel unity. 

Major atiacks have been lau- 
nched against several rebel red- 
oubts in what President Reagan 
described on Tuesday as the most 
“massive" offensive since Soviet 
forces arrived in Afghanistan in 
late 1979 upon invitation by the 
Marxist regime. 

Up to 10.000 Soviet and Afg- 
han troops and several hundred 
tanks have struck the Panjsher 
Valley, a strategic rebel str- 
onghold. Western diplomats say. 

The Soviet-backed Kabul gov- 
ernment said the valley fell last 
week. Western diplomats deny 
this, saying the campaign could 
last weeks. But analysts who have 
studied the four-year war closely 
say Moscow is in a position to wear 


the rebels down over time even if 
the offensive falls short of Afghani 
governraenf s expectations. 

The Soviet Union, which so far 
has used only a tiny fraction of its 
military might and has kept its 
troops in fortified enclaves for 
much of the time, is apparently 
building up its forces for a more 
assertive long-term strategy, dip- 
lomats say. 

The Soviet leadership pledged 
last week to keep its troops in 
Afghanistan. U.S. Defence Sec- 
retary Caspar Weinberger said on 
Monday that Soviet forces now 
numbered 115,000. up 10.000 
from recent estimates. 

Increasing Soviet pressure 
combined with the rebels’ own 

liabilities — chronic disunity and 

lack of anti-aircraft guns — do not 
bode well for what diplomats say is 
the rebels’ best hope: extracting, 
concessions for a say in central 
government and non-interference 
in local affairs. 

A rebel overthrow of the Kabul 
government is thought unlikely, as 
is the complete eradication by 
Afghan and Soviet troops of gue- 


rrilla forces, which have been in 
control of some areas of the mou- 
ntainous, underdeveloped cou- 
ntry. 

Western diplomats say the gov- 
ernment is likely to try to increase 
its control over major cities and 
roads while seeking to undermine 
guerrilla support in the cou- 
ntryside. Three million Afghan 
refugees are now in Pakistan. 

A report issued in London this 
week by the Private Institute for 
the Study of Conflict says the new 
offensive shows that the res- 
istance, torn by the factionalism 
that characterises Afghan tribes, 
must form a more united front to 
survive. 

“Failure to achieve such unity 
may well mean... the dem- 
orlisation and exhaustion of the 
resistance movement and... the 
campaign turning decisively in 
favour of the Kabul government 
and its allies,'* according to the 
study, which stressed that the reb- 
els IjadJy need better training. 

The Panjsher offensive is aimed 
at the rebel band of Ahmad Shah 
Masood, 30, who has dis- 


tinguished himself from other lea- 
ders through his efforts to forge ■ 
unity and provide training. 

The drive against him shows the 
vulnerability of a movement with 
so few outstanding commanders. 

Kabul radio last week said Mr. 
Masood had been put out of act- 
ion. Western sources say he is still 
in command and that rival Factions 
are co-ordinating attacks more 
effectively than in past campaigns. 
The resistance has been marred by 
continued bickering and gun fights 
between factions. 

Kabul is exploiting another key 
rebel weakness — the lack of 
anti-aircraft arms. In the Pan- 
jsher. it is using high-level sat- 
uration bombing and paratroop 
drops for the first lime in the war 
and has used helicopters heavily. 
Western diplomats say. 

These attacks have apparently 
caused heavy rebel casualties, 
according to the U.S. State Dep- 
art pienL 

-Lack of anti-aircraft hardware 
will get the guerrillas in the end as 
much as anything else," says 
Major Robert Elliot of the Int- 


ernational Institute of Strategic 
Studies in London. The institute 
estimates that 20.000 rebels are 
active in Afghanistan at any one 
rime, up to 8.000 of them in the 
Panjsher. 

Rebel leaders such as Mr. M?s- 
ood have criticised the West for 
failing to supply anti-aircraft wea- 
pons. Analysts in Europe say such 
arms are needed to keep the gue- 
rrilla movement from being worn 
down. 

Washington. Peking. Cairo, and 
probably London and Bonn, are 
supplying rebel arms via Pakistan, 
which appears to have barred pas- 
sage of anti-aircraft weapons thr- 
ough its territory, analysts say. 
Outside governments have ref- 
used to confirm the aid and Pak- 
istan denies any role. 

The United Nations, which has 
condemned the Afghanistan int- 
ervention Frve times, is seeking a 
negotiated settlement of the war 
through low-key talks with Isl- 
amabad and Kabul. 

These have so far proved unf- 
ruitful. but if Pakistan ever agrees 


shape 

to seal its border with Afghanistan 
as pan of a peace pact, ir could 
deal the rebels a fatal blow even if 
some arms continued to reach 
them through Iran. An estimated 
one million" Afghan refugees arc 
now in Iran. 

Western officials say there is 
virtually no chance that Moscow 
will withdraw its troops until it is 
certain of a compliant government 
remaining in Kabul. This obj- 
ective could leave Soviet soldiers 
there for years. 

Assessing rebel weaknesses. 
Fred Holliday, a specialist on Afg- 
hanistan and Iran at the London 
School of Economics, says: “The 
guerrillas are doomed in the long 
run unless the West is prepared to 
go to war for them." 

U.S. officials are more opt- 
imistic about rebel prospects, sir- 1 
essing the resilience they have 
shown in four years of fighting and 
the costs the Soviets have had to 
bear. The officials allege the cost- 
include roughlv 5.fi0ri Soviet sol- 
diers killed and 1 OAlOH wounded 
prior to the current offensive. 


Gen. Giap celebrates 30th anniversary of Dien Bien Phu

DIEN BIEN PHU. Vietnam — 
Standing on a hill overlooking the 
historic Dien Bien Phu battle site. 
General Vo Nguyen Giap recalled 
his greatest military victory aga- 
inst the French 30 years ago and 
said: “Their mistake was that they 
underestimated us." 

Dressed in an olive-green army 
uniform with four gold-coloured 
stars glinting at his shoulders. 
Gen. Giap. rated as one of the 
world's finest military strategists, 
said the victory proved Lhat “the 
future belongs to nations who str- 
uggle to be masters of their des- 
tiny." 

On the day Gen. Giap spoke to 


reporters, his aides said the wea- 
ther over the valley in the nor- 
thwest comer of Vietnam was like 
that on May 7, 1954. when Vie- 
tnamese forces overran the 
French garrison after a 56-day 
siege, spelling the end of France's 
rule over Indochina. 

Overcast skies and mist blotted 
out most of the 18 kilometre* 
length of the valley, which spans 
eight kilometres at its widest. A 
gentle breeze fanned red dust over 
the vestiges of France's crumpled 
military might. 

Gen. Giap, 71. revisited Dien 
B ien Phu last week to oversee arr- 
angements for the 30th ann- 
iversary of the battle, judged by 
some historians as one of the most 
decisive of the 20th century. 

In a rare interview with foreign 


journalists, believed to be his first 
at Dien Bien Phu itself, Gen. Giap 
spoke of Vietnam’s almost con- 
tinuous wars against the French, 
the Americans and the Chinese, 
and said his country longed for 
peace. 

Alluding to the valley’s historic 
military importance, he said: “As 
we stand now on the Dien Bien 
Phu battlefield ... let us do eve- 
rything we can to build up friendly 
relations and co-operation 
* (among nations)." 

Gen. Giap was driven in a small 
car to hill Eliane overlooking the 
command headquarters of his 
former foe, Gen. Christian de Cas- 
tries. As he got out a group of 
soldiers stood reverentially and 
saluted. 

He shook hands with some of 


them and then clambered up the 
last few steps to the top of the 
800-metre hill conde named “A- 
T* by the Vietnamese. 

Gen. Giap’sapparentgood hea- 
lth seemed to vindicate diplomatic 
analysts in Hanoi who maintained 
that he voluntarily stepped down 
from Hanoi's 13- member pol- 
itburo two years ago to make way 
for new blood. 

Bom on Sept. 1, 1912, Gen. 
Giap, a former defence minister: 
once boasted: “The only military 
academy I have been to is that of 
the bush.” 

Despite his lack of formal mil- 
itary training. Gen. Giap defeated 
the French forces at Dien Bien 
Phu and two decades later forced 
U.S. troops to withdraw from Vie- 


tnam. His writings on guerrilla 
warfare are no standard textbooks 
for Leftist revolutionaries the 
world over. . 

Asked on his first visit here in 
two years if military lessons lea- 
rned at Dien Bien Phu were app- 
lied against the Americans during 
the Vietnam war, Gen. Giap said: 
“Of course we applied it to 
them and we are now applying it to 
the threat from the north (China). 
History is a continual process with 
the present linked to the past and 
the future." 

He said his troops fought with 
the most “rudimentary means” 
against the French and he laughed 
as he recalled France's boast that 
the Viet Minh, as the Vietnamese 
People’s Army was then known.

Overlooking the 700 
gravestones in neat rows is an obe- 
lisk with the words "the fatherland 
honours you." 

The stones have been freshly 
whitewashed for the anniversary 
but carry no names. 

“We are still trying to identify 
our dead and some of the graves 
have three or four bodies buried 
together." a guide explained. 


French sympathy for Armenians irks Turkey

ANKARA — Relations between 
France and Turkey, cool for some 
time over what Ankara sees as 
French sympathy for Armenian 
guerrillas, have taken a new turn 
for the worse this week. 

Turkish anger was sparked 
anew at the weekend when a 
French minister attended the unv- 
eiling of a monument ot Arm- 
enians killed in 1915 in Turkey, 
the day after Armenian guerrillas 
in Tehran shot and fatally wou- 
nded the latest victim of a decade- 
long campaign of Armenian vio- 
lence against Turkey. 

Amid a virulent press campaign 
here against the statue and the 
minister, the foreign ministry 
summoned France’s ambassador 
in Ankara to express its concern 
over the affair, and said the gov- 
ernment was considering what 
steps to take against Paris in ret- 
aliation. 

As a first step, a ministry official 
due in Paris for European Com- 
munity and bilateral meetings 
later this month would not go and 
a scheduled visit to Ankara by 
French Foreign Trade Minister 
Edith Cresson would probably be 
cancelled, a ministry spokesman 


said. 

Wednesday, a group of 50 
members of the opposition Pop- 
ulist Party laid a black wreath at 
the gates of the French embassy. 
They did the same at the Syrian. 
Greek and Iranian missions — all 
countries seen here as sympathetic 
■ to Armenian militants. 

The offending statue, dubbed 
‘■the monument of hatred" by the 
Turkish press, was unveiled on 
Sunday in the Paris suburb of Alf- 
ortvflle. 

Speaking at the ceremony, 
French Secretary of State for Pub- 
lic Security Joseph Franceschi. 
who is mayor of Alfortville. acc- 
used Turkey of “obliterating the 
historical reality of Armenia" by 
refusing to acknowledge that 1.5 
million Armenians died iii a gen- 
ocide in Turkey in 1915. 

Turkey strongly denies the gen- 
ocide charge and says the number 
killed in mass deportation of 
Armenians in 1915 is greatly exa- 
ggerated by the Armenians. 

Turkish reaction to Mr. Fra- 
nceschi’s remarks was all the sha- 
.rper as they followed the shooting 
in Tehran the day before by Arm- 
enian gunmen of businessman Isik 
Yonder, who later died. 

Newspapersrfind politicians said 
.Mr. Franceschi’s action showed 
the French government supported 
Armenian militants and dem- 


anded reprisals. “Sending notes 
and protests does not mean any- 
thing. We must do something 
else.” wrote columnist Necati 
Zincirkiran in the daily Gunaydin. 

A spokesman for the French 
embassy in Ankara said he hoped 
the crisis would blow over. “We 
are trying to convince Turkey that 
the presence of a French gov- 
ernment minister at an Armenian 
ceremony in a town where he is 
mayor does not engage the gov- 
ernment,” he told Reuters. 

He said the embassy had been 
striving to improve already str- 
ained relations over the past few 
months. “We hope common sense 
will prevail,” he added. 

Neither he nor Turkish gov- 
ernment officials said any decision 
had been taken yet on the extent 
of Turkish reprisals. Newspapers ■ 
said these could include shutting 
down French cultural centres in 


Turkey and trade sanctions. 

French imports were held up 
briefly in 1982 over the Armenian 
issue. Last year trade volume with 
France fell to $399 million from 
458 million in 1982, while trade 
volume overall with the European 
Community was going up, . . 

Turkey has often accused Fra- 
nce, which has a large Armenian 
population, of sympathising with 
the Armenian cause and turning a 
blind eye to militants with links in 
France. 

Armenian guenitlas have killed 
some 40 Turks, mostly diplomats 
and their relatives, and several 
foreigners in a worldwide cam- 
paign of revenge for the events of 
1915. 

In one of the worst attacks, 
seven people died and over 50 
were injured in a bomb blast aL the 
Turkish airlines desk in Paris's 
Orly Airport last July.

Australia grants weed-eating weevil

BRISBANE — A weevtl the size 
of a match head with a voracious 
appetite for oile'of rftc world’s 
worst water, weeds, is proving to 
be one of Australia’s most val- 
uable forms of foreign aid. 

Australian scientists working 
with the. United Nations Dev- 
elopment Programme (UNDP) 
have let the insect loose on clo- 
gged waterways in Papua New 
Guinea and will shortly embark on 
a similar project in Sri Lanka. 

The two-millimetre-long aqu- 
atic- beetle, which is still to be sci- 
entifically classified, attacks and 
devours salvinia. a fast-spreading 
weed. 

In Papua New Guinea, salvinia 
infestation has disrupted fishing, 
food gathering and travel in a reg- 
ion heavily dependent on water 
transport, according to gov- 
ernment officials here. 

One thousand weevils released 
into the country’s badly hit Sepik 
River system in late 1*J82 have 
now grown to a population of 
more than one billion and have 
already cleared one lake in tac- 


kling an estimated 200 sqaure kil- 
ometres of weed. 

“We have another four lakes 
where the amount of salvinia has 
dropped by over SO per cent and 
another SO or so where insects are 
established and the population is 
building up nicely." said Dr. Peter 
Room, a principal researcher inv- 
olved in the project. 

The Papua New Guinea gov- 
ernment asked for assistance thr- 
ough the United Nations after 
Australian scientists brought sal- 
vinia infestation under control on 
a lake in northern Queensland. 

The weevil had been imported 
(tom southeast Brazil, salvinia’ s 
.natural home, and proved ideal 
because it not only killed the weed 
but could not survive without it. 

" We had to find an insect which 
had closely evolved with the plant 
so that it wouldn't eat anything 
else and become a pest in its own 
right.” Mr. Room told Reuters. 

. The weevil was tested against at 
least SO different kinds of plant, 
particularly rice, by Australia's 
Commonwealth Scientific and 
Industrial Research Organisation 
(CSIRO). 


“It is an extremely cheap form 
of aid, compared! to most pro- 
jects" Dr. Room said. “The most 
expensive pan. other than exp- 
loration to find the insect, is the 
tests." 

Salvinia has an incredibile 
growth-rate, doubling in volume 
every eight days. Dr. Room said. 
But the weed’s emergence asa ser- 
ious problem in the developing 
world is fairly recent. “We know 
for sure that salvinia first entered 
Sri Lanka and Indonesia by being 
taken into botanical gardens. It is 
a botanical curiosity.” he said. 

It is also used in fish tanks and 
scientists think careless emptying 
of tanks has been one major rea- 
son for its spread. 

In the absence of an effective 
biological control agent. Asian 
and African countries have so far 
been forced to spend money on 
herbicides or mechanical control 
which offer no lasting solution and 
are not economically viable. 

Australia is the only country to 
have developed the use of the ins- 
ect to control salvinia and has rec- 
ently been approached by a num- 
ber of developing countries. 


_ Fish ears give clues to survival

GAINESVILLE. Florida — 
Bones in the inner ears of fish may 
give clues to why fish survive in 
some lakes poDuted by acid rain 
and die in others, according to a 
University ol Florida scientist. 

Fish survive in Florida lakes 
that are just as acidic as those that 
kill fish elsewhere, according to 
Tom Crisman. professor of env- 
ironmental engineering. . . 

Mr. Crisman is by ing to find out 
why. He wonders if it may be pos- 
sible to lake fish from Florida to 
stock northern lakes where fish 
populations have died out. 

Mr. Crisman has compared 
lakes in Florida with those in Can- 
ada. Scandinavia and the nor- 
theastern United States. He wants 
to find out if the high level of tol- 


erance for Florida fish is genetic or 
caused by environmental factors. 

"Otoliths, bones in the inner 
ears of fish, have annual growth 
rings like the rings of a tree. ‘ We'll 
remove these bones to see what 
effect different chemicals have 
had on their ageing and growth 
rate." Mr. Crisman told Reuters in 
an interview. 

He said acid levels may not be 
the only cause of fish deaths in 
non hem. climates. . 

“ If the levels of minerals such as 
calcium, magnesium and sodium 
in lakes fall too low. that also 
could kill fish." Mr. Crisman said. 

Another possible cause may be 
that acid rain leaches toxic amo- 
unts of metals such as zinc or lead 
into the lakes from rocks and soil. 

Acid, rain can also leach out 
alumina from bedrock. In the 


water, in high enough con- 
centrations. alumina causes decay 
of a fish's gills, eventually suf- 
focating it. Mr. Crisman said. 

“We’ll be studying all three 
theories. We suspect that it's not 
just alumina or any of the theories 
alone, but the varying co-factors 
that are the real killers." 

Mr. Crisman said he thinks 
there is no doubt that acid rain is 
caused by emissions from power 
plants, smoke slacks and cars. 

“The (Reagan) administration 
is putting off making a decision on 
what to do about the problem by 
saying we need more research to 
document the extent and effects of 
acid rain. 

“The scientific community feels 
we have enough data now to start 
tackling the emission problem.” 
Mr. Crisman said. 


loration Systems, which has led to 
the complete calculatory mod- 
elling of the processes in question, 
constitutes the consisiem rea- 
lisation taf such worldwide res- 
earch tendencies. 

Simultaneously or con- 
secutively. fine-grained clays and 
coarse-grained sands settle in such 
typical sediment basins, the org- 
anic substance usually being found 
only in the clays. However, the 
fine-pored sands, frequently con- 
solidating to form sandstone, sub- 
sequently become storage rock for 
crude oil maturing in the clayey 
mother rock, which in turn must 
contain at least half a per cent or 
more of organically bound carbon 
if the resultant crude oil is one day 
to be available in commercial 
quantities. 

In the mother rock the organic 
substance matures under the inf- 
luence of compression, heat, and 
time, the fat protein, hydro- 
carbon. and other substance mol- 
ecules are considerably “sta- 
ndardised” and reduced in size, 
and some of the carbon chains are 
changed into ring molecules. The 
result is the mother substance of 
crude oil, kerogen. which contains 
the individual components of 
mineral oil. It is known that the 
maturing process takes sixty to a 
hundred million years or even 
more; where the temperature of 
the ambient earth is very high, thi- 
rty to fifty million may suffice. 


What is important is that the deg- 
ree of maturity of the oil can also 
be measured. 

During maturation or following 
’maturity, a few processes, still not 
fully understood, set in and (he oil 
begins to migrate from the mother 
rock and to form deposits if it gets 
into a “trap” anywhere consisting 
of storage rock hermetically sea- 
led off from the surface (the same 
applying to natural gas deposits). 
Such traps in rum are usually dic- 
tated by the Structure of the local 
rock layers, for instance through 
arching or shifts in the earth's 
crust which have covered the sto- 
rage rock hermetically. Such irr- 
egularities. commonly referred to* 
as “struc lures”, are the actual goal 
of the oil prospector if it can be 
assumed that sufficient oil has evo- 
lved in a basin. 

This development of a sediment 
basin, which can cover thousands 
or even hundreds of thousands of 
kilometres and the nil in which can 
be up to ten kilometres deep, can 
be reproduced in a computer, pro- 
vided chat one is in possession of 
certain basic data taken from dri- 
llings and surface studies. One has 
to know how deep the basin is. 
how thick the prospective mother 
rock (containing the oil is. how 
much organic substance it con- 
tains. how far the oil has matured 
and what geological processes 
have matured it. and where sto- 
rage rock and “structures’’ are to 


be expected. 

These are the geological, geo- 
chemical. thermodynamic, and 
hydrodynamic Jata forming the 
basis of a model of the sediment 
basin from a three-dimensional 
grid of nodes of which one has 
only a small number of real data 
and for the rest of which one has to 
make a careful estimation of the 
lacking data. On this grid the pro- 
cesses in a given sediment basin 
can be reproduced in a model 
from their beginning right down to 
the present day. a procedure cal- 
ling for roughly one hour of com- 
putation per cycle, so that millions 
of years of real lime are reduced to 
minutes. However, the first run in 
such a computation process pra- 
ctically never conforms to the act- 
ual circumstances, which means 
that one has to change the con- 
ditions obtaining at the point of 
departure by changing the merely 
est imated data or even parts of t he 
model until they finally tally with 
the results one has recorded in the 
sediment basin itself. 

As soon as these approximative 
calculatory steps have been bro- 
ught to a successful conclusion, 
however, one can assume that one 
has correctly discerned dev- 
elopments in the sediment basin 
under study even at locations for 
which no actual measurements are 
available. — German Research 
Service.

They go up, down 
and sometimes they completely disappear from under our 
feet. A sidewalk is not necessarily made for pedestrians. It 
is often invaded by parked cars, by street vendors, by fur- 
niture (when the sidewalk is in front of a furniture shop), by 
bicycles, small cars, prams, when it is next to a toy shop. All 
this comes down to the fact that you shouldn't expect to use a 
sidewalk during your walks. 

As to the height of those famous sidewalks, well, this is 
another story. Whereas the municipality clearly specifies 
the height, width and quality of tiles to be used, a sidewalk is 
usually made according to one’s whim or i$ not made at all. 
As such should you be lucky enough to walk on a sidewalk 
not invaded by cars or other items, it is possible that this 
sidewalk completely disappears from under your feet lea- 
ving you feeling surprised and frustrated. 

Another experience that you might have gone through: 
You are in a car and you reach your destination; the person 
sitting next to you opens the right door and you hear a noise, 
the door has knocked something and cannot open. You go 
down and you realise that the door has knocked the sidewalk 
which is so high that the door cannot be opened. 

I was discussing this with some engineers. I know and was 
enquiring why the sidewalks are too high, too low or even 
non-existent. J was told, “Well, it is quite a mess because 
each one makes It as he wants". May be it is because they 
want to fight the monotony. 


Spiders manipulate sex techniques

WASHINGTON — At night the 
woods are full of glowing eyes, 
sticky webs, spiders hanging in 
midair, walking sticks, owl flies, 
moths, and other flying things. 

That's the way biologist Mark 
K. Stowe likes it. 

Just after dusk he slips into the 
stillness of the Devil’s Millhop- 
per. a thickly forested state park 
in northern Florida, near Gaines- 
ville. Equipped with a headlamp, 
he usually stays until dawn look- 
ing for certain kinds of spiders 
that come out only at night and 
lurk on the underside of leaves. 

At first glance they look like 
other members of their ancestral 
family, the orb weavers. But 
they’re different. They gave up 
spinning the traditional web a 
long time ago. 

Mimicking moths 

Instead, these spiders get all 
the food they need by. luring male 
moths. Somehow during the; 
course of evolution they de- 
veloped the remarkable ability to 
mimic the sex attractant odours 
of female moths.* They capture 
and live on male moths exclusive- 

•y- 

“Sometimes I’ve watched • as 
many as four moths at a time 
struggle against the wind, 
apparently to compete with each 


other to get to the female,” Mr. 
Stowe says. Instead, they meet a 
deadly fate: one of two general of 
spiders, Kaira. “the snatchers," 
and Mastophora. “the beta hur- 
iers.” 

To catch their prey, Kaira spid- 
ers hang upside down from a silk 
trapeze line with their legs out- 
stretched and snatch moths out of 
tlie air. 

The Mastophora spiders use a 
front leg to fling a short line of 
s,ilk with a droplet of glue on the 
end. The glue instantly sticks to 
the wings of an approaching 
moth, and the tethered prey is 
hauled in, wrapped in silk, and 
eaten. 

“I’ve never seen a moth break 
away from a successful spider 
strike." says Mr. Stowe. “That 
glue has physical properties that 
man would be hard pressed to 
reproduce. Also, the bola line 
can stretch out up to six times its 
original length and absorb some 
of the energy of the moth's strug- 
.gl< .. . "i 

It is unusual for seders to 
attract their prey, and even rarer 
for them to exploit the sexual 
signals of another insect to do it, 
says Mr. Stowe. 

"Unlike the typical orb weav- 
ers, which catch anything that 
happens to fly into their webs, 
these spiders don’t wait for in- 
sects to arrive by chance. Not that 
they’re fussy, but all they are able 


to catch is moths.” 

Hunt by night 

Their better mousetrap is 
geared to the moth’s nocturnal 
activities and can net them up to 
eight moths a night, depending 
on size. Some spiders can snare 
moths that are twice their own 
body length. 

Both the trapeze and the bola 
represent evolutionarily reduced 
orb webs. The spiders, which are 
found only in North and South 
America, must periodically re- 
spin these webs throughout the 
night. 

Mr. Stowe, who won first prize 
in an eighth-grade science fair 
with a project on spiders, is now 
completing his doctoral work on 
Kaira and Mastophora spiders at 
Harvard University. 

To witness all this activity. Mr. 
Stowe must turn off his headlamp 
and use special infrared viewing 
equipment. Moths do not display 
n( normal sex attraction behaviour 
r.-jp- even the dimmest of visible 
light. 

Vibrations from the approa- 
ching moths prompt the spiders 
to flick the bola or grab out with 
their legs. To make things harder 
for the spiders, the same response 
can also be elicited by such di- 
verse stimuli as human humming 
and a jet plane passing overhead. 
— National Geographic feature.

OSLO (R) — Zola Budd, the 
1 7-year-old South African athlete 
at the heart of a political con- 
troversy in Britain after being gra- 
nted British citizenship last 
month, was beaten into third place 
by two Norwegians in a women’s 
10 kilometres road race here Sun- 
day. 

The race was won by Ingrid Kri- 
stiansen. 28, who finished second 
in last month's World Cross Cou- 
ntry Championships and is a 
strong contender for the London 
Marathon in a week’s time. 

Kristiansen finished in 31 min- 
utes 25.2 seconds, ahead of world 
marathon champion 31 -year-oid 
Onete Waltz, who returned a time 
of 31:28.1. Budd finished in 
31:42.5. 

Budd, the world's fastest 


woman over5,000 metres, arrived 
in Britain in March and was gra- 
nted British' citizenship 10 days 
later. 

She beat the Olympic qualifying 
time for the 3.000 metres in her 
first race in Britain and won a 
1.500 metres event at London's 
Crystal Palace just outside the 
qualifying time. 

A large crowd turned out Sun- 
day in beautiful spring weather 
and there were a number of spo- 
radic anti-apartheid dem-' 
onstrations. 

The men’s race was won by Fin- 
land's Manti Vaino in 28 minutes 
38 seconds, ahead of Britain's Jul- 
ian Goater in 28:46.0 and Cor 
Lambrechts of the Netherlands, 
who was third in 28:51.4.

Otaiba says oil market 
is - quiet and balanced’ 


VIENNA (Agencies) — At its meeting here Sunday, the Org- 
anisation of Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC) ministerial 
market monitoring committee, "noticed that since fts last meeting 
the market had been quiet and balanced", according to Dr. Mana 
Saeed Otaiba, its chairman and UAE minister of petroleum and 
rnift^i^rosduxtes. 

life told journalists at the end of the meeting that the committee 
also “did not notice any real violations to individual national quotas 
and the official price. Output was within the OPEC ceiling of 17.5 
m3fibn b/d n - ■ - ... 

■ DT. Otaiba pointed out that the equilibrium in the market was also 
evidenced on the spot'market which “has been quiet and fluctuating 
within certain accepted levels”, adding “nothing much has been 
happening -really- in the last two months”. 

He said OPEC would coirtfnue to talk with non-OPEC producers 
in"our traditional way" to seek their co-operation for the benefit of 
’both OPEC and non-dOPEC producers, as well as consumers. 

Dr. Otaiba said despite the balanced market situation, “we have to 
be careful in die next few months and we hope that OPEC member 
countries wOJ continue to stick to their national, quotas and the 
official price.** . : 

“We also, hope that non-OPEC producers will share with us the 
responsibility erf stabilising the market in the next few months and 
will not take any steps that will upset the present balance." he said. 

He expressed the hope that OPEC production in the second qua- 
rter of tins year would fluctuate between 19 to 19.5 million b/d and 
“may be^jeacb 20 million b/d by the end of the year”. 

On whether OPEC should raise its ceiling, Dr. Otaiba said “as 
chairman of its market monitoring committee, 1 am not in a hurry to 
spe the ceiling raised. Iam more interested in maintaining the present 
equilibrium and -stability in the market." 

Sunday’s meeting was also attended by the other three members of 
■the committee — Mr. Belkacera Nabi (Algeria). Dr. Subroto (Ind- 
onesia) and Dr. Arturo Hernandez Grisami (Venezuela), as well as 
Prof. Tam David- West (Nigeria), in the capacity of an observer. 

Meanwhile, the International Energy Agency said Sunday that oil 
consumption by western industrialised nations will increase at a 
slightly q nicker pace in 1984 than was previously forecast. 

. Energy experts at the agency established after the 1973 oil crisis, 
''said the upward revision in the forecast follows a stronger- 
thao-expected growth in consumption in the first quarter. 


World’s bankers open talks on debt crisis ASEAN ministers meet 


NEW YORK (R) — Leaders of the international 
banking community open talks in New York Sunday 
to search for long-term solutions to the world’s debt 


crisis. 

Representatives of 20 central 
banks will join officials of int- 
ernational financial agencies and 
commercial bankers for what the 
hosting Federal Reserve Bank 
■(Fed) of New York has described 
. ss a “ brainstorming” session. 

’ Banking sources said par- 
ticipants would include Mr. Paul 
Volcker and Mr. Henry Wallace 
of the Federal Reserve system, the 
U.S. central bank, Mr. Jacques De 
Larosiere, managing-director of 
the International Monetary Fund, 
and Mr. Alexandre Lamfaflusy, 
incoming head of the Bank for 
International Settlements. 

The four-day debate on the 
debt problem, which has hit La'tin 
America particularly hard, gets 
under way amid fears that high 
interest rates in the U.S. could 
force some countries to default on 
foreign debts. 

Mr. Martin Feldstein, President 
Reagan's chief economic adviers. 
said last week that the possibility 
of rising U.S. interest rates hig- 
hlighted the urgent need for long- 
term solutions. 

Mr. Anthony Solomon, pre- 
sident of the New York Fed and 
one of the chief organisers of the 
meeting, has said a one per cent 
rise in international interest rates, 
often based on U.S. rates, adds 
over $3.5 billion to the debt ser- 
vicing costs of Third World cou- 


ntries. 

Mr. Volcker was quoted by a 
Fed spokesman Saturday as saying 
the possibility of a rapid rise in 
international rates was “the gre- 
atest single threat* 1 to solving the 
developing world's debt pro- 
blems. 

Mr. Henry Kaufman, chief eco- 
nomist at the Salomon Brothers 
investment bank, said on Friday 
unless an effective fiscal policy 
was introduced in the United Sta- 
tes. interest rates could -move 
“spectacularly*' higher. 

Mi. Feldstein has said the gro- 
wing recovery in developed cou- 
ntries had led policy-makers to 
focus on problems that could once 
again upset the world economy, 
namely the debt crisis. 

He said informal negotiations 
were being conducted but refused 
to go into details. “ My hope is that 
some progress wDl be made in the 
near future," he said. 

Despite statements that the- 
New York session had been pla- 
nned for months and was not cal- 
led over any fresh developments, 
analysts have said pressure was 
building up for additional debt rel- 
ief for Latin American. 

In addition to the meeting, an 
OECD ministerial session is sch- 
eduled for Paris on May 17 and 18 
and the leaders of the world’s 
seven leading industrialised dem- 


ocracies are to hold a summit con- 
ference in London in June. 

While a New York Fed spo- 
kesman said this week’s meeting 
was not aiming to come up with 
any instant policy cures, a World 
Bank official said the bankers 
would try to reach tentative con- 
clusions to present to finance min- 
isters. 

Banking sources said among 
those attending the session would 
be Mr. Ernest Stem of the World 
Bank, Mr. Kit McMahon of the 
Bank of England and Citibank’s 
Mr. William Rhodes, chairman of 
the bank advisory committees for 
Brazil, Argentina. Peru and Uru- 
guay. 

Latin- American states, 

U.S. to discuss debt 

Meanwhile, parliamentarians 
from Several Latin American cou- 
ntries will seek a more und- 
erstanding attitude from the U.S. 
government and Congress tow-, 
ards their foreign debt crisis in 
talks in Washington starting Mon- 
day. 

The 16-man mission will stress 
the need for a political solution to 
the crisis, which has strangled 
economic growth and caused 
acute social distress throughout 
Latin America, Peruvian deputy 
Mr. Andres 1 Townsend Ezcurra 
told a press conference in Caracas 
Iasi Thursday. 

Democracies in the region 
could be overturned by revolts of 
the poor if a political solution 
could not be found to reduce the 


burden of debt service payments 
and create conditions for renewed 
economic growth, he added. 

Recent riots in the Dominican- 
Republic in which 54 people died 
were a warning of what could hap- 
pen elsewhere if the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) continued 
ta force “rigid and inflexible 
norms” on countries rescheduling 
their foreign debts, he added. 

“ We are going to tell the United 
States that hemispheric security, 
which is their own security, is at 
stake." Venezuelan deputy Mr. 
Humberto Celli added. 

The mission from the Latin 
American parliament, which gro- 
ups democracies in the region, will 
stan three days of talks with con- 
gressional leaders and Reagan 
administration officials on Mon- 
day.. 

The parliamentarians will also 
meet Mr. Jacques De Larosiere 
and on Thursday they will hold 
talks with representatives of the 
major U.S. private banks in New 
York. 

Mr. Townsend Ezcurra, sec- 
retary general of the Latin Ame- 
rican parliament, said the mission 
would put forward proposals for a 
global solution to the debt crisis 
drawn up by ministers of the Latin 
American Economic* System 
(SELA) in Quito last January. 

These call for Latin America's 
$340 billion foreign debt to be 
rescheduled over longer terms at 
lower interest rai^s, with service 
payments defined as a percentage 
of each country's export earnings. 


Yugoslavia’s energy crisis shows no signs of easing, reveals weaknesses 


BELGRADE — The energy sit- 
uation in Yugoslavia is almost 
back to normal — that is to say no 
blackouts, no petrol rationing, no 
power - redactions for industrial 
consumers, for the time being. 

A few months ago the picture 
was quite different. 

Last year’s drought, the worst in 
decades, hit Yugoslavia like other 
countries, in the Danube river 
basin. The effect was drastic, even 
in the federal capital, Belgrade, 
whose residents were subjected to 
eight and a half hour power cuts 
on four days out of every five. 

In the republic of Serbia, of 
which Belgrade js.ftlso the capital, 
hqps^oHsj wereioieedtocuttdpr 
ctricity consumption by 20 per 
cent from the 1982-83 level. Ele- 
ctric power -had to be imported 
from France and from the Soviet 
Union. ■ 

The. energy crisis fuelled dis- 
content among Yugoslavs, already 
dissastisfied with a fall, in living 
standards of neatly one-third in 
the past four years. 

Heavens intervene 

Apparently uncertain about 
what, to do, the federal gov- 
ernment turned the main res- 


ponsibility for action over to local 
emergency planning committees 
which themselves had no solutions 
to offer. Then the heavens int- 
ervened, jnst in time to give the 
Winter Olympics, held at Sarajevo 
in the Yugoslav republic of Bos- 
nia, almost too much snow. 

With plenty of rain and snow 
this spring, hydroelectric power- 
output has increased, while the 
growth on consumption has tailed 
off in response to rising prices. 
The government has raised ele- 
ctricity prices by 50 per cent this 
year. 

But the International Monetary ‘ 
_^JFund (IMF) and. the World Bank. 
,~jas part of their loan packages, for 
Yugoslavia, are pushing for fur- 
ther increases to bring domestic 
prices more in fine with world lev- 
els. 

So. of course, is the Yugoslav 
power generating industry. 

The 1983 drought may have 
been the immediate cause of Yug- 
oslavia's recent energy problems, 
but it was not the main reason for 
them. It only exposed weaknesses 
and shortcomings in energy pol- 
icy. 

Indeed, many experts here bel- 
ieve it almost miraculous that dec- 
ades of neglect of the energy sec-

tor did not show up earlier. 

Investments were low 

The main factor is that inv-" 
estrnent in hydro and thermal 
power plants and in coal raining 
has been far too low for the rapid 
industrialisation of the 1970s and 
electrification of households. 

Y ugosl avia was also very slow in 
adjusting to the first oil price 
shock of 1973-74, and as a result 
continued buQding liquid fuel 
power plants long after the rest of 
the world was switching back tow- 
ards coal or was going nuclear. 

Last year, when oil imports- 
were cut to save foreign exchange, 
many power plants using bunker' 
oil were idle when their generating 
capacity was badly needed. 

Indeed, idle capacity amounted 
to some 1,000 MW, capable of 
generating 6 billion KWH a year. ' 
more than the total power cuts and 
imports last year. 

• Disagreements prevail 

Inadequate energy investment 
has not been for lack of funds. 

A major reason for the und- 
erspending has been lack of agr- 
eement on what to build and 
where — the usual in-fighting 
between the country’s eight rep- 
ublics and provinces which bed- 
evils Yugoslav politics. 

The classic case is the Drina 
River basin, the biggest in Yug- 
oslavia and the fourth largest of its 
kind in Europe. 

• Drina River hydro plants have 


the capacity to produce some 10 
billion KWH a year, even in rel- 
atively dry years, because of the 
many accumulation lakes in the 
system. But the Drina is the bor- 
der river between two republics. 
Bosnia- Hercegovina and Serbia. 
It is formed by two confluent riv- 
ers, the Piva and Tara, which come 
from a third republic, Mon- 
tenegro. 

For two decades now these 
three republics have been unable 
to agree on a joint programme of 
hydro power construction. Of a 
tentatively planned 25 hydro pro- 
jects, only seven have been built. 

The main obstacle has been the 
Montenegrin republican gov- 
ernment. 

It wants part of the Piva and 
Tara water to be transferred to 
another Montenegrin river, the. 
Moraca, claiming that this sol- 
ution would benefifboth it and the 
whole Yugoslav hydro system. 

The other two republics dispute 
this and object to the high cost of 
the solution advocated by the 
Montenegrins. Tripartite neg- 
otiations continue, but without an 
end in sight. 

Another region of the country, 
the province of Kosovo, has ample 
reserves (around 10 billion ton- 
nes) of lignite, of too poor a qua- 
lity to be used for anything but 
power generation. 

Power plants totalling 6,000 
MW capacity have been built. 

Even this plant is not being fully 
exploited,- because lignite pro- 
duction. running at 7.5 million 
tonnes, is below the 10 million

tonnes planned. 

Authority forecasts problems 


Thus, the Yugoslav power gen- 
eration industry is forecasting 
more cuts and blackouts, par- 
ticularly when the economy, 
which has had stagnant industrial 
production for some two years, 
begins to recover. 

Specifically, the power industry 
estimates that consumption will 
have to be cut by 2.6 Billion KWH 
this year and by 3.7 billion KWH 
next year. 

Plans exist for expanding 
hydro-thermal and nuclear power. 

According to Mr. Rade Pav- 
lovic, chairman of the federal 
committee for energy and ind- 
ustiy, by the year 2000 Y ugosl avia 
should have 12,000 MW of the- 
rmal capacity, 8,000 MW of hydro 
and 2,000 of nuclear power cap- 
acity on stream. The construction 
of a further 4,000 MW capacity 
should be underway. 

Where the money for all this 
will come from is not clear. It will 
mean devoting to energy 12-15 
per cent of total investment or 
30-35 per cent of industrial inv- 
estment. 

The energy sector has been lar- 
gely spared the public spending 
axe which the federal government 
has been recently wielding with 
IMF blessing. 

Yugoslavia is also getting World 
Bank loans for energy. 

One urgent priority is to define 


the future shape of the Yugoslav 
nuclear programme. 

So far Yugoslavia has built only 
one nuclear plant at Krsko, on the 
Sava river near the border bet- 
ween the republics of Slovenia and 
Croatia, with equipment supplied 
by Westinghouse. 

The intention is to build a sec- 
ond one in Croatia, near Zagreb, 
but a decision has yet to be taken 
on the type of foreign design and 
equipment to buy. 

Nuclear plant manufacturers 
from Britain, the U.S., France, 
West Germany, Sweden, and the 
Soviet Union (possibly in con- 
junction with Finland) have been 
wooing Yugoslavia for this order. - 
But until this decision is taken, 
possibly by the end of 1 984. the 
country cannot get on with its nuc- 
lear power programme. 

09 shale looks promising 

Oil shale is considered a pos- 
sibly promising energy source for 
the future. 

According to one estimate, total 
reserves of shale amount to some 
10 billion tonnes in the republic of 
Serbia alone, with oil content of 
10-26 per cent. 

The largest deposits, of some 3 
billion tonnes, are around Ale- 
ksin ac, a small town 150 miles 
south of Belgrade, where a pilot 
production plant is to stan soon. 

Yugoslavia will 
have to rely on imports for a large 
portion of its energy needs. —

2 Filipino mayors killed* 
in fresh election violence 


MANILA (R) — Two town mayors and their two 
bodyguards were killed as fresh violence flared in 
the volatile, southern Philippines island of Mindanao 
ahead of crucial parliamentary polls on May 14, 
official reports said Sunday. 


Mayor Saturnine Caluloof Pol- 
omolok in South Cotabato pro- 
vince and bis bodyguard were shot 
dead on Thursday night.' Mayor 
Bienvenido Andh'ab of Sergio 
Osmena in Zamboanga Del Norte 
and his aide were shot at home on 
Friday. 

The military said the attacks" 
were by guerrillas of the Com- 
munist New Peoples’ Army 
(NPA), who have stepped up their 
armed campaign in Mindanao' 
ahead of the elections. 

The mayor of Rizal, also in 
Zamboanga Del Norte province, 
was wounded when his jeep was 
ambushed by rebels. 

It was not immediately known 
which parties the mayors bel- 
onged to but the government has 
said the NPA has geared up its 
campaign of terror in Mindanao-, 
in a bid to disrupt the polls. 

Nearly 40 people, including 
opposition and ruling New Society 
Movement (KBL) politicians, 
have been killed in the run-up to 
the polls, and scores of others have 
died in clashes between the rebels 
and the military. 

Not all the killings are nec- 
essarily linked to the elections and 
some might be personal feuds. 


vendettas or plain banditry. But 
opposition leader Salvador Laurel 
has said violence would increase if 
the elections were not free and 
fair. 

Manila itself has remained lar- 
gely peaceful so far. but incidents 
have been reported from central 
and northern areas of the Phi- 
lippines where the NPA guerrillas 
are also active. But much of the 
violence so far has been in' Min- 
danao. 

President Ferdinand Marcos 
has ordered the 148,000-strong 
armed forces, including the Par- 
amilitary Constabulary as well as 
the regular police force and civ- 
’ilian militia, to ensure that polling 
is peaceful. 

He has expressed concern at 
growing violence and said the 
armed forces would strike back 
with full force if rebels continued 
their armed campaign. 

Elections here have rarely been 
free of violence, and the Com- 
mission on Elections (Comelec) 
has allowed each candidate to 
employ up to three bodyguards, 
which it will pay for. 

There are 183 seats at stake in 
the elections and Mr. Marcos has 


predicted that his party will win 
about 160. The opposition has 
said it would win 40 per cent of the 
seats in “dirty’' polls and a clear 
majority if they are clean. 

Comelec officials said there 
were a total of 998 candidates and 
just under "25 million registered 
voters — about four million fewer 
than in a referendum last January 
and "several thousand more than 
there should be” in some con- 
stituencies. 

They attribute the overall drop 
in numbers to “irregularities in the 
old register of voters.” * 

“The old list included people 
who have died, or moved once or 
twice and each time registered to 
vote at the new place but did not 
‘de-register’ at the old one,” 
commission lawyer Vicente Ger- 
ochi said. 

“There were also the usual irr- 
egularities of ‘flying voters',” he 
added — people who register 
more than once under different 
names. 

There have been several tho- 
usand cases of “flying voters” who 
registered for next week's ele- 
ction. Many occurred in met- 
ropolitan areas such as Manila and 
are being challenged in courts and 
by rival candidates. 

On the island of Siasi, off Min- 
danao, officials discovered that 
four communities with a total 
population of 2,588 had 7,167 
voters. The village of Ipil, pop- 
ulation 254, had 1,649 voters. I

Britons think Thatcher is failing, poll says 


LONDON (R) — Only a handful 
of Britons believe they are better 
off after five years of rule by Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher, acc- 
ording to new opinion poll. 

Most of them are also sceptical 
that Mrs. Thatcher’s policies on 
Britain’s long-term problems will 
work, according to the Hams Poll 
published in the Observer new- 
spaper Sunday. 

The poll comes three days after 
Mrs. Thatcher’s Conservative 


government suffered a stri ng of 
knocks in local and national ele- 
ctions. 

It clung on to what should have 
been two safe parliamentary seats 
with heavily reduced majorities 
and lost control of more than a 
dozen local authorities. 

The opinion poll said only on 
inflation, which the government 
has cut from 22 to four per cent, 
did voters feel better off under 
Mrs. Thatcher.

Eyewitnesses said a brief frown 
crossed the Pope's face as it hap- 
pened. But he quickly resumed his 
broad smile at the cheering 
crowds. 

The assailant’s weapon was 
found to be a harmless imitation of 
a . 3 8 calibre revolver. It has pla- 
stic cartridges but cannot fire any 
projectile, although it does make a 
noise, police said. 

The fact that even an imitation 
firearm could be wielded so close 
to the Pope caused some surprise 


Reagan urges Moscow 
to join arms control talks 


WASHINGTON (R) — President. 
Reagan has urged the Soviet 
Union to return to nuclear arms 
reduction talks and to participate 
actively with Western nations in 
reducing the risk of accidental 
nuclear war. 

“The Western nations are ready 
for a serious dialogue ” Mr. Rea- 
gan said in a statement in advance 
of multi-nation disarmament talks 
which start in Stockholm on Tue- 
sday. 

“We hope this is true of the East 
as well.” he added. 

The Stockholm conference, 
which will be attended by major 
industrial countries from East and 
West, is designed to find ways to 
improve dialogue to avoid acc- 
idental nuclear war. 

In the statement released Sat- 
urday at his Camp David retreat. 
Mr. Reagan also asked Moscow to 


resume talks with Washington on 
reducing long and medium-range 
nuclear arms. 

Those talks broke off last year- 
when the United States began 
deploying cruise and Pershing-2 
missiles in Western Europe. 

Echoing earlier statements. Mr. 
Reagan said: “I strongly hope that 
the Soviet Union will heed the 
wishes of the international com- 
munity. and its own people, and 
return to the negotiations on str- 
ategic (long-range) and 
intermediate-range nuclear for- 
ces." 

Mr. Reagan also said, as he fre- 
quently has during this U.S. ele- 
ction year, that the White House is 
committed to making the world a 1 
safer place. 

“We are striving hard for real 
progress," he said. , 


U.S. relying on Chinese 
word for nuclear pact 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S. State Department said Sat- 
urday it is relying on the "solemn 
word*’ of China that it won’t help 
other nations acquire atomic wea- 
pons if it is allowed to buy nuclear 
material and technology from the 
United States. 

Referring to a report in Sat- 
urday* s edition of the Washington 
Post, a department official said 
U.S. approval of a peaceful nuc- 
lear co-operation agreement with 
China's Communist government 
is based on a pledge made in a 
toast at a White House state din- 
ner on Jan. 10 by Chinese Premier 
Zhao Ziyang. 

Brian Carlson, a State Dep- 
artment spokesman, ack- 
nowledged that the Chinese gov- 
ernment made no nuclear hon- 
proliferauon pledge in writing. 

Instead, the administration’s 
position rests on Mr. Zhao's sta- 
tement at the state dinner that “we 
do not engage in nuclear pro- 
liferation ourselves, nor do we 
help other countries develop nuc- 
lear weapons." 

That pledge was not repeated in 
the text of the Chinese- American 
agreement on peaceful nuclear 
co-operation initialled by neg- 
otiators in Peking last month in 
the presence of both Mr. Zhao and 
President Ronald Reagan. 

Mr. Carlson said such a pledge 
is not required by U.S. law to lie in 
the agreement itself. 

It is not included in the texts of 
any of the 26 other U.S. agr- 
eements for peaceful nuclear 


co-operation, he said. 

“The pledge does, however, 
represent China's solemn word.” 
Mr. Carlson said. “It’s difficult to 
think of a more public or aut- 
horitative articulation of policy 
than this one." 

Mr. Carlson said the Reagan 
administration made clear to Pek- 
ing that nuclear co-operation 
would be impossible under U.S. 
law unless the Chinese gov- 
ernment demonstrated that it sha- 
red “the same serious views reg- 
arding the spread of nuclear exp- 
losive devices to other nations" 
held by the United States. 

"Premier Zhao's statement, 
together with its authoritative ela- 
boration to administration off- 
icials. does just that." Mr. Carlson 
said. 

“Any seeming ambiguity was 
resolved in the discussions which 
provided this elaboration” he 
said. 

He noted that Mr. Zhao had 
repeated his pledge during a visit 
to Peking by Australian Prime 
Minister Robert Hawke. 

“Under the circumstances ask- 
ing for it to be reduced to writing 
would have been an extraordinary 
and unnecessary exercise," Mr. 
Carlson said. 

Mr. Carlson noted that section 
129 of the Atomic Energy Act 
bars the export of any nuclear 
materials or equipment to any nat- 
ion which is assisting, encouraging 
or inducing any non-nuclear wea- 
pons state to manufacture, pr acq- 
uire nuclear explosive devices. 


in view of the heavy security pre- 
.cautions which had surrounded 
the papal visit. 

Police said Mr. Lee was a 
night-school student living in a 
suburb of Seoul. They said they 
had contacted Mr. Lee’s father 
who told them the boy was men- 
tally disturbed.

The martyrs were beheaded 
during a ferocious persecution 
campaign launched by Korea's 
rulers in the 1 9th centuiy. 

South Korea is now the fourth- 
ranking country for Catholic sai- 
nts after Italy. France and Spain. 

Ever since the Pope arrived in 
South Korea, students have taken 
advantage of his presence to stage 
anti-government demonstrations 
before the eyes and cameras of the 


visiting international press corps. 

About 300 students Sunday 
demonstrated against President 
Chun Doo Hwan's government in 
a church in the centre of Seoul as 
the Pope's motorcade passed nea- 
rby. eyewitnesses said. 

The students, demanding the 
resignation of Mr. Chun, alleged 
that peaceful demonstrations for 
democracy by students were bru- 
tally crushed by police even while 
“ the apostle of peace” was visiting 
the country. 

“The violence of the gov- 
ernment and police reached a 
dangerous level which might bring 
about the second Kwangju inc- 
ident in Seoul." they said hi a sta- 
tement. 

By official count, 189 people 
died four years ago in a week-long 
armed uprising in the southern 
city of Kwangju, which Catholic 
priests alleged was prompted by 
harsh treatment of demonstrating 
students by the authorities. 

The 300 students originally pla- 
nned to march through the city 
carrying banners reading “ March 
of the Cross Towards Democracy 
and Peace", but about 200 riot 
police stopped them from leaving 
the church. 

The protest lasted for about an 
hour. - 


Japan wants 
closer Third 
World ties 

NEW DELHI (R) — Japanese 
Prime Minister Yasuhiro Nak- 
asone flew back home Sunday 
after assuring leaders of Pakistan 
and India that Japan wanted to 
establish a new relationship with 
non-aligned nations. 

But Mr. Nakasone, the first 
Japanese leader to visit the two 
countries in 23 years, made no 
public commitments on aid or 
trade, which diplomatic sources 
said had dampened the ent- 
husiasm of the leaders of the two 
countries. 

The sources said Indian and 
Pakistani leaders had expected the 
visit would yield a wide range of 
benefits from Japan including 
concessional monetary aid and 
enhanced trade. 

Mr. Nakasone told the Indian 
Parliament last week: “lam hop- 
ing to embark upon a new dir- 
ection in Japan's foreign policy, to 
further strengthen our dialogue 
and co-operation with (101 oat- ' 
ions) of the Non-Aligned Mov- 
ement." 

Diplomatic sources said Mr. 
Nakasone emphasised during the 
trip that I apart s alliance with the 
Western world need not come in 
the way of closer ties with non- 
aligned nations, particularly with 
India, which beads the mov- 
ement. 

At a press conference in Pak- 
istan, Mr. Nakasone made 
commitment on aid or transfer of 
technology to that country. Japan 
preferred to transfer technology 
to developing countries only after 
local management, labour rel- 
ations and quality control had 
been sufficiently improved, he 
said. 

However, Mr. Nakasone ass- 
ured Pakistan’s martial law Pre- 
sident Mohammad Zia U1 Haq his 
government would continue to 
provide aid through the United 
Nations for Afghan refugees in 
Pakistan. 

On India’ s request for Japanese 
aid for various industrial projects 
and its request for Tokyo’s help in 
getting a $2 billion loan from the ' 
Asian Development Bank, Mr. 
Nakasone said the issues would be 
discussed in coming months by off- 
icials of the two countries. ' I 


Duarte expected to win in El Salvador 


SAN SALVADOR (R) — Sal- 
vadoreans were voting Sunday in 
the final round of elections widely 
expected to bring Christian Dem- 
ocratic leader Jose Napoleon 
Duarte to power for the second 
* time. 

Mr. Duane, a political mod- 
.erate favoured by Washington, 
polled 43.4 per cent of the vole in 
the first round of the elections on 
March 25. when none of eight con- 
tenders won the simple majority 
required for outright victory. 

Sunday run-off election pitted 
Mr. Duane against Mr. Roberto 
d'Aubuisson. a far-right Former 
intelligence officer who enjoys the 
support of El Salvador 1 5 wealthy 
elite. He won 2y.7 per cent last 
March on a platform of decisive 
military force to end the country's 
civil war. 

The last major public opinion 
poll conducted before the ele- 
ctions — which have been pro- 
moted and financed by the United 
States — predicted that Mr. Dua- 
rte .would gain almost two thirds of 
the vote to win by a comfortable 
margin. 

The poll, by the rcspeelcd 
Jesuit-run University of Central 
America (L/C A), added that only 
a minority of Salvadoreans fell 
elections would herald change for 
the belter — and even fewer ( 1 2.4 


per cent) thought it would end 
more than four years of war bet- 
ween guerrilfas and the U.S.- 
backed army. 

In rare unanimity, both El Sal- 
vador's cxtrme right and the leftist 
guerrillas accused the United Sta- 
tes last week of interfering in Sal- 
vadorean affairs to help Mr. Dua- 
rte with the poll. 

Washington denied the cha- 
rges, but has made no secret of its 
dislike for Mr. D'Aubuisson. 
twice denying him a visa to visit 
the United States in the past six 
months. 

Mr. D’Aubuisson is said to have 
close links with El Salvador's not- 
orious right-wing death squads 
and U.S. officials have said his vic- 
tory would almost certainly force 
the U.S. Congress into cutting off 
aid to El Salvador. 

Since President Reagan came to 
power in. (981. the United Slates 
has pumpfed almost SI billion in 
military and economic aid into the 
country to help its army stem what 
Washington secs as the spearhead 
of Communist expansion in Cen- 
tral America. 

Mr. Reagan’s controversial 
Central American policies have 
begun to emerge as an issue in his 
own campaign for re-election next 
November and a right-wing edi- 
torialist recently termed the U.S. 


president "the third candidate" in 
Sunday's poll. 

U.S. officials feel that Mr. Dua- i 
rte’s im3ge as a promoter of social 
and economic reforms will help . 
persuade Congress to agree to 
administration requests for more 
aid to El Salvador. 

Mr. Duarte became El Sal- 
vador's first civilian president for 
49 years in December 1980. He 
held the post until March 1982. 

Control of the assembly, how- 
ever, went to a coalition of right- 
wing parties led by Mr. D’Aub- 
uisson’s National Republican All- 
iance (ARENA) Party. 

In sharp contrast to the first ele- 
ction round, guerrillas of the Far- ■ 
abundo Marti National Liberation 
From (FMLN) staged no major 
offensive to disrupt preparations 
for the final vote. 

In the six weeks since the first 
round, at least 350 people have 
been killed in fighting, and the 
rebels have vowed to press on with 
the war regardless of who emerges 
as president here. 

The FMLN is demanding neg- 
otiations on sharing power in a 
transitional government to pave 
the way for "genuine elections” 
providing for the participation of 
the radical left. Mr. Duarte has 
rejected the request. 


Vietnam War continues in courtroom 


NEW YORK (R) — More than 10 
yean after its end. the Vietnam 
War wi& resume in court Monday 
for some veterans who say that 
while they were fighting the Viet 
Cong they were being slowly kil- 
led by seven U.S. chemical com- 
panies. 

The veterans say the firms, in 
fMfrtng the chemical agent Ora- 
nge winch was widely used in Vie- 
taam to destroy enemy crops and 
ground cover, left them with ter- 
minal cancer and their children 
with horrible birth defects. 

The huge dan action case is on 
behalf of a8 veterans of U.S., Aus- 
tralian or New Zealand forces who 
served in Vietnam from 1961 to 
1973. Veterans’ lawyers say that 
so fir, about 50,000 have claimed 
damages, whichcould run into bil- 
hons of dollars if they win their 
court battle. 

Final jury selection will begin 
Monday for the trial in Brooklyn 
federal district court which could 
last six months. 

It follows six years of legal ski- 
rmishes that went all the way to 
the supreme court, which denied a 
request by tlie chemical com- 
panies to block the trial. 

Rather than trying each case 


separately, presiding Judge Jack 
Weinstein has taken the unusual 
course of having the veterans cho- 
ose nine of their best cases. 

If the companies lose the test 
cases, it is likely they will feel 
strong pressure to settle those 
remaining. 

The jury wHI be asked to decide 
whether dioxin in agent Orange 
affected the veterans’ health and 
whether the companies, as the 
veterans claim, failed to notify the 
government of the alleged dangers 
of the chemical. 

The firms 'say that the illnesses 
cannot be tied to their products 
and contend that as contractors 
they were not responsible. 

Some of the veterans rep- 
resented in the test cases have died 
since the first lawsuits were filed in 
1978. Others are dying, said 
David Dean, one of some 40 vet- 
erans' lawyers working on the' 
case. 

One of the test cases i$ that of 
Michael Ryan, 38, of NewVork. 
He claims agent Organge is res- 
ponsible for his daughter being 
born with no anus, two vaginas 
and hands that do not work. He is 
seeking S20 million in damages. 

Another veteran, 35 -year-old 


Dan Ford, has a rare leg cancer 
that has spread. Mr. .Dean said. 
“ He can have the leg amputated, 
but he knows that won’t save his 
.life." 

Dan Jordan. 37, says he has 
nerve damage and that his two 
sons suffered birth defects from, 
agent Orange, named for the ora- 
nge band around the drums in 
which the chemical was stored. 

The seven defendants are Dow j 
Chemical, Monsanto, Diamond j 
Shamrock, T.H. Agriculture and j 
Nutrition, Thompson Chemical, 
Hercules, and Uniroyal. 

Under a long-standing legal : 
principle, which has survived , 
many supreme court tests, ser- i 
vicemen are barred from suing the 
military for service-related inj- ! 
uries. 

Judge Weinstein, however, has 
said he is unhappy with that doc- 
trine and has ordered the gov- 
ernment to remain in the case as a 
third-party defendant, which 
means h could be liable to share in 

paying any injury claims won by 
families of the veterans. 

“ Certainly," he told gov- 
ernment lawyers, “you wouldn't 
fault the wife for having int- 
ercourse with the husband, or tbe 
children for being born?" 



Test-tube 
quadruplets born 

LONDON (R) — The world’s 
second test-tube quadruplets have 
been bom to a 32-year-old British 
woman, a hospital spokesman said 
Saturday night . The head of the 
hospital's infertility clinic, Robert 
Winston, who led the fertilisation, 
said they were two months' pre- 
mature and bora by caesarian sec- 
tion. Tbe three boys and a girl are 
in incubators but are very fit. the 
spokesman said. Six embryos were 
replaced in the mother’s womb 
last October to maximise chances 
of successful pregnancy. Dr. Win- 
ston said. Doctors developing 
test-tube techniques commonly 
implant more than one embryo 
.after artificial fertilisation on the 
basis that the more are implanted 
the greater chance that at least 
some will survive. 

Saint’s blood 
liquifies on time 

NAPLES, Jtaiy (R) — About 
1,000 Neapolitans applauded wil- 
dly Saturday when the blood of 
Saint Januarius liquified, ind- 
icating that the saint would con- 
tinue to protect Naples, Catholic 
Church sources said. The con- 
gregation followed glass phials 
carrying the dried blood around 
. the basilica of Santa Chiara in pro- 
cession before settling down to 
pray and after four hours the 
blood began to bubble and turned 
into a liquid, the sources said. The 
liquification of the saint's blood 
has been reported three times a 
year almost without fail since the 
Middle Ages. Scientists have often 
watched the event but have never 
been able to explain it. Naples' 
Patron Saint Januarius was mar- 
tyred by the Romans in the fourth 
century. 

Torture treatment 
centre opens 

COPENHAGEN. Denmark (AP) 
— The world's first rehabilitation 
centre for victims of torture was 
officially inaugurated Saturday in 
a 19th Century annex to Den- 
mark's National Hospital. Dr. 
Inge Kemp Genefke, the driving 
force in 11 years of research and 
fundraising to establish the centre, 
declared: "We want to puncture 
the myth of torture' s power to tot- 
ally destroy a person. We have 
learned how tough the human 
being really is.” She said that, alt- 
hough her team of doctors, phy- 
sical therapists and psychologists 
already have treated about 70 tor- 
ture victims from around the 
world. May 5 was selected as the 
official inauguration because “it is 
tbe significant date (in 1945) of 
Denmark's liberation from the 
torture and repression of the Nazi 
occupation." Staff at the Centraid 
are currently treating 25 patients 
but that the facility will be able to 
handle 70 a year by the end of 
1984. 

China finds way 
to improve airline 

PEKING (AP) — Communist 
China’s state-run airline, not- 
orious for surly service, can- 
cellations, delays and dirty planes, 
soon will face the same situation 
that has improved airlines in cap- 
italist countries: competition. A 
civil air service forum in Shanghai 
has announced plans for ind- 
ependent domestic services in Fuj- 
ian. Guangdong. Guangxi and 
Xinjiang provinces to compete 
with the Civil Aviation Adm- 
inistration of China, or CAAC. as 
the state airline is called. A report 
Friday in the official newspaper 
China Daily said the forum called 
the competition plan "a bre- 
akthrough in China's current eco- 
nomic reform.” The newspaper 
said the rival airlines will start fly- 
ing"soon but did not give a date. 


China has 1 dentist 
for every 160,000 

PEKING (AP) — Having a ioo- 
tbache in China is only the start of 
trouble in a country with one den- 
tist for every 160.000 people. 
China has about 6,000 demists to 
serve a population of one billion, 
the official English-language 
China Daily reported Saturday. 
Only 17 medical schools offer 
courses in dentistry and there is no 
separate school of dentistry in 
Oiina. the report said. The result 
is a long wait for treatment and 
virtually no preventive checkups, 
even for children. “If you have a 
dental problem, you will probably 
have to spend a whole night wai- 
ting In a queue lo register at the 
dental hospital," the newspaper 
said.
